— ‘Query would it not answer the same pur 
pose to thrash out the wheat and sprinkle salt there- 
on. ’[k’lffajfe Register.

TIIE WEEVIL IN THE WHEAT, 

Several pr.icticcs have been recommended to 
to prevent the ravages of this destroying insect 
One method is to thrash or tread out the wheat and 
put it away in the chaff, in ponsorgaraers; another 
to clean Ihe wheal and c.ipose it to the lirat ol tlie 
sun; another to scald it; another to mix some lime 
with (ho cleaned wheat. W.th whatever particu 
lar intention these differci-.t operations are .perform- 
ed, they must in a great degree, produce the same 
effect — that is, to destroy the living insect, and to 
prevent the hatehing of its young. But from an oh- 
j servation mado a few days past by the writer of 
I this article, he is of opinion, liiat exposure to strorg 
I heat of the sim. (Ire, or scalding, are Ihc only el- 
jfectnal means of destroying the weevil in wheat. 
I He discovered a great quantity of weevil in a par- 
cel of wheat got out and cleaned for use, wliich had 
[lain in hulk for three or four weeks. On aclose 
I inspection of the wheat, lie found on many of the 
'grains a miiiiber of eggs or nils, which from the 
smallness oftUrir size, anil their colour, being 
mostly ofa redish cast, a littlo brighter than that of 
j the wheat, hut some nearly while, wiiiild escape 
observation unless sought with the views tosee so 
ismall an object. They are generally; though not 
[always in llie crease or indenture, which divides 
;the grain on one side. From I lie frostiness of the 
!oggs there can be no doubt that they are deposited 
; by the weevil after it arrives at inatiiniy — Ihat it 
Jthus propagates its own species; and by this means 
I in certain seasons becomes so nmnereiis as to des- 
jtroy wliolc crops of wheat when left to its ravages. 

! It is probable that this discovery of the eg'^ or 
nit of the weevil may have been made before, but 
'ifso, itbas never been .heard of by the writer. 
I'l'liis conimiioicatioD is made with a view of draw- 
ling the attention of the curious and attentive far- 
iiiicrs to the subject, in ihc hope Ihat theirobserva- 
I lions and e.xperiineiits, will lead to a discovery of 
Ihc best means of preseiving our wheat from the 
destructive insect.
